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Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-3 and 7-9 (renumbered 1-6) are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: amendments filed 
May 18, 2009 cancel all previously rejected claims. 

Regarding independent claim 1 (and similar independent claims 2, 3 and 7-9), the prior 
art of record fails to teach or suggest the limitations of "determining an N-dimensional 
hyperplane that most approximates determined said sub-sampling position; determining N of 
said N-dimensional hyperplanes with respect to each parameter axis; determining an intersection 
point of N of said N-dimensional hyperplanes; and setting said intersection point as a sub- 
sampling grid estimation position for said correspondence parameter between images that gives a 
maximum value or a minimum value of N-dimensional similarity in said N-dimensional 
similarity space." 

For example, Silver et al. U.S. Patent No. 6,985,625, is drawn to analyzing an input 
image against a known pattern image to detect potential flaws in the input image. Silver includes 
matching image subsets based on similarity between the input image regions and pattern image 
regions, however, Silver is silent on at least determining an intersection point of N of N- 
dimensional hyperplanes and setting said intersection point as a sub-sampling grid estimation 
position for said correspondence parameter between images that gives a maximum value or a 
minimum value of N-dimensional similarity in said N-dimensional similarity space as required 
by the instant independent claims. 

Meyers U.S. Patent No. 6,690,828 is drawn to a similar image sub-region comparison 
system using minimum and maximum intensity regions to achieve a compact representation of 
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the original input image. However, Meyers is silent on at least determining an N-dimensional 
hyperplane that most approximates determined said sub-sampling position; determining N of 
said N-dimensional hyperplanes with respect to each parameter axis; determining an intersection 
point of N of said N-dimensional hyperplanes as required by the instant independent claims. 

Antoniades et al. U.S. Patent No. 6,167,156 is drawn to a multi-spectral data processing 
system using focused searching and compression algorithms to reduce the computational 
complexity (e.g. remove redundant data) of the input data. However, Antoniades is silent on at 
least setting said intersection point as a sub-sampling grid estimation position for said 
correspondence parameter between images that gives a maximum value or a minimum value of 
N-dimensional similarity in said N-dimensional similarity space as required by the instant 
independent claims.
